$2,000,000 APARTMENT BUILDING 
IS PLAN OF W. L. HOWARD 


Long Beach, Cal., Dec. 16.—An 
apartment house to cost $2,000,000 
and house 200 families, to be built 
absolutely on a cooperative basis and 
to have original features of commun¬ 
ity life, is the plan of Walter L. How¬ 
ard. The old Bixby home on West 
Ocean boulevard, directly opposite 
Hotel Virginia, is the site on which 
Mr. Howard would have the commun¬ 
ity house erected and the really start¬ 
ling feature of the entire plan is that 
no one except the members of the co¬ 
operative stock company is to profit 
by the building project. 

Mr. Howard owns the land on which 
the pioneer Bixby house stands. His 
proposal is to sell the land at the val¬ 
uation now placed upon it, asking no 
excess profit. 

The apartment house, as roughly 
planned, is to be ten stories in height 
and in a U-shape, with an open patio 
50 feet wide occupying the space be¬ 
tween wings. 

The property has a 175 feet front¬ 
age on Ocean boulevard and is 150 
feet deep. Its advantage, for the 
type of building planned by Mr. How¬ 
ard, is that it has alleys on two sides 
and streets on the remaining sides, in¬ 
suring sunshine and view for every 
window of every apartment. The pa¬ 
tio, facing Ocean boulevard, would 
command a view of the surf. 

Playground on Roof 

I'acing on the patio each floor 
would have galleries .six feet wide, 
made of heavy glass, so avoiding any 
po.ssible shutting off of light or sun¬ 
shine. On the roof would be a boys’ 
playground with a play house ecjuip- 
ped for sloyd, games, indoor baseball 
and all the joys of a boy’s heart. 

Over the opposite wing would be a 
playground for girls, with a play¬ 
house modeled on the one at the San 
Franci.sco exposition. The roof would 
also have a gymnasium for men and

The top floor would be a commun¬ 
ity dining hall and kitchen. The 
kitchen would be so planned as to 
permit of sub-division, enabling fam¬ 
ilies who wished to breakfast or dine 
in this larger room to have all privi¬ 
leges. 

Cooperative Kitchen 

A cooperative kitchen would be a 
feature. This would be installed to 
meet the demands of tourists owning 
apartments in the biulding and wish¬ 
ing to avoid the task of cooking or 
the bother with obtaining servants. 
This cooperative meal service would 
also be open to per.sons living outside 
the building, providing they would 
agree to take a certain number of 
meals each month. The food and its 
preparation, Mr. Howard belives. 
could be established on a paying ba¬ 
sis even if but 25 per cent of the fam¬ 
ilies had a share in it. The families 
over and above this 25 per cent would 
naturally make a profit possible. 

This profit would be divided into 
three shares, the first to go to the 
shareholders in the community house, 
the second to the regular dining room 
patrons outside the building and the 
third to the employees of the house. 

Basis of Charges 

The cost of the apartments would 
be fixed on a basis of location, finish 
and of size. The stock company 
would be organized before the final 
plans were drawn and the sharehol¬ 
der wishing an apartment costing 
$25,000 would have his ideas in the 
plan. The cheapest apartment, Mr. 
Howard believes, would be $7,500. If 
in the building it was found that this 
cheap apartment cost, in reality, but

his plan “an altruistic ideal” and he 
would have a community life which 
would be a glorification of the primi¬ 
tive community ideal worked out by 
the cave dwellers in Arizona.

This home wtis really the first 
postoHice and Prof. Pierce tiie first postmaster, lor letters 
were left thei'e by those who got the mail tit San (labriel. 
'toe etii’iy settlers di’ove to Stin (bibriel lor tlieii’ mtiil or 
took the train there foi- bos Angeles.

w'tis built south of Prof. Ibirt’s jilace and near Five Oak 
avenue. Prof, Pierce was the first teacher there. The Sun¬ 
day school was also held there and Mrs. W. S. Andrews was 
(he first organist. Mr. Robert Ross went to his cattle ranch 
at Reno and died there of pneumonia. 

The citizens decided they must have a libraiy, so a 
meeting was called and the late Mr. Abbot Kinney came 
o\’er and otfered to donate $,5(J(J if the librai'y should be 
called the Kinney bibrary. This gejierous offer was followed 
by one from Mrs. Ross, who agreed to donate the necessaiy 
land and give .ji^lHJH on condition that the librai'y should be 
called the “Sierra Madre ITiblic bibrary,” and this offer was 
gratefully accepted. So the library was built and we are 
proud of it for its fine collection oi books.

“Now when Jesus was born in Betlilehem there came 
wise men from the East, saying; ‘Where is He that is born 
King of the Jews, for we have seen His star . . . and are 
come to woi-ship Him’.” (Matthew 2., 1 .and 2.) 

The story of the first Christmas is a story of Divine 
tendei'ness and matchless lieauty! And it is not only a 
betiutiful story but a glorious fact with a wonderful message 
of inspiration and salvation for men and women every¬ 
where. 

Now when Jesus was born in Bethlehem there came 
wise men i rom the East saying—‘W here is He that is born 
King of the Jews, for we have come to worship Him’.”

Cuiding our feet to Him from afar! 

Oh. friend, remember this message is true— 

His star still shines, inviting you! 

Oh, come, and worship the Chi’ist today.

j La.st Friday evening a called meet- 
' ing, very sparsely attended, of the 
' citizens of this community wa.s held 
’ in the kindergarten room of the pub¬ 
lic school to give heed and considera¬ 
tion to the pressing needs and de-

1 sented by the principal, Mr. Reynolds, 

I followed by Dean Shaw, who pointed 
out that the public schools are the 
very foundation of our national life 
■ and in their full and adequate sup- 
j port is found the spirit of true Amer¬ 
icanism. 

After a prolonged discussion, the 
following lesolutions were unanimous, 
ly adopted. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that if the public school of 
! our community is to maintain that

within the school rooms and on the 
playgrounds. 

Resolved, further. That if these 
i necessary reiiuirements and demands 
aie to Ije met, provision must be made 
in the very immediate future for the 
enlargement of the present buildings 
by the addition of more suitable 
rooms to meet the growing needs of 
the increased attendance of children; 
that the present corps of teachers 
must be relieved of the additional 
burdens now imposed upon them

SIERRA MADRE TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO 


Mrs. E. N. Emerson, one of the pioneer residents, has 
given us a sketch contrasting Sierra Madre when she fii'st 
saw it in 1895 and now. Mrs. Emerson is now 83 years old 
and came here from Western Kansas, where she was a 
Home Missionary. She has always been active, and still is, 
in church and mi.ssionary work. Mi's. Emerson writes: 

In 1895 Sierra Madre was a di'cam of beauty. Picturesciue 
old pepper trees were everywhere, with live oak, eucalyptus 
and cypress to vary the outlines. Much of Live Oak avenue 
was arched with the graceful ])ei)])ers, where one could 
drive in a green, glory of sun and shade and many separate 
trees held each a separate deliglit. 

In many hapiiy nooks Mother Nature met no interfer¬ 
ence and the beauty of ferns and vines and rare wild flow¬ 
ers was .so compelling that one could hardly drive past them. 

Rev. and Mi's. E. E. T. .Abbott were a continual benedic¬ 
tion at Sierra Madre and Rev. L. Mc(T'acken came over from 
Sierra Madre Villa foi' the P. E. church. Certainly we had 
fine preaching, in church and out of church. 

Happily it was a delightful jilace to stay, for it was not 
convenient to leave. If one wished to go to Los Angeles the 
drive was rather too long for a iileasant return on that day, 
and the Santa Fe would only take one early in the cold 
moining from the foot of the hill, with the return at night. 
S. R. G. ’rwycross’ old omnibus formed the connecting link, 
and it did come early in the shoi't winte:' days. 

Sierra Madre is a more convenietit place to live in, now 
that the electric connects us with oui' neighboi's and that we 
have many more neighbors in town, but much of its eai'ly 
beauty bas ))assed. 

A boom struck this ))lace and the real estate men tried 
to make .some uniformity whei'e the distinctive beauty had 
been its spontaneity. Mei'cifully, they could not make it 
commonplace, and we enjoy it as it was, our beautiful Siei'ra 
Madre.
